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PEEFACE. 



Thb design in compiling this LrnTBOT has been to 
adapt the existing Order of Worship in the Christian 
Church to the New Dispensation of Christianity, 
which is now taking place in the world. The spirit 
and life of this Xew Christian Church consists in 
worshipping the Diyine Being in a human form, 
which is the Divine Humanity, in whom is the 
Father, and from whom proceeds the Holy Spirit. 
To this end all Trltheisic views are wholly rejected ; 
while the Atonement, Mediation, Intercession, and 
words of that import as applied to Christ, are inter- 
preted with reference to the intercourse between 
the Divine and Human natures in His Person, and 
not in any degree with reference to Three separate 
and distinct Persons in the Godhead. This will 
account for addressing the Lord Jesus Christ in 
Person as the object of worsliip, instead of rendering 
Divine Worship indefinite and indeterminate by 
addressing the *.' unknown God," and thus having 
no object of worship ^t all ! 

While this essential feature of the New Christian 
Dispensation has been uniformly kept in view 
throughout the Liturgy, the language of some parts 
of the Prayer Book of the National Churdi has been 
necessarily changed, and of other parts rejected, in 
accordance with the spirit of the New Dispensation 
generally. It need hardly be added that the errors, 
both of Creed and Hitual, that are now so extensively 
agitating the Christian Church, may be readily met

and obyiated by the recognition of the essential 
Divinity of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the conse- 
quent belief in the spiritual sense, or "the spirit 
and life, " of His Holy Word. 

Hitherto all progress in the Christian Church has 
been impossible ; because the dogmatic system insti- 
tuted at the Reformation, has been drawn from the 
apparent, and not from the real truths of Scripture. 
From the mere letter of Scripture no system of 
truth can ever be formed that shall endure the 
test of coming ages, because any system of truth, 
depending upon the letter only, is necessarily final 
and exhaustiTC, and leaves no room for the human 
mind to grow. Hence Protestantism, so called, con- 
tains within itself the seeds of its own dissolution, 
and its claims are resisted upon the very grounds on 
which they profess to be established, and which 
Protestantism itself originally rejected —human tra- 
dition and human authority. The spirit of the Re- 
formation is now, indeed, for the first time beginning 
to be recognised — a spirit which ignores all human 
authority to bind the conscience by any mere system 
of truth which, as drawn entirely from the letter 
of the Word, is necessarily in conflict with itself ; 
and instead thereof, claims the Word of Qod in its 
spiritual signification as the sole authority in all 
matters of the Christian Faith. 

The difficulty in readily discerning the end of one 

Dispensation and the beginning of another, to those 

who are themselves the partakers of the onward 

movement, has always arisen from the tendency of 

man to be governed by the senses ; that is, to recognise 

merely the apparent, instead of the real, truths of 

Scripture, by confining the thoughts to the letter 

alone; John viii. 43. The Jews were especially liable 

to this perversion of truth ; and so far as we are 

;overned by the mere literal signification of Scripture, 

_ 



we are necessarily blinded by the same delusion. 
Our Lord says that the flesh (the letter) profiteth 
nothing, it is the spirit which giveth life ; and this 
spirit-life we shall neyer discern in the Scriptures, 
and shall never consequently impart life to our 
religious systems, so long as we are looking for the 
living among the dead — that is, putting the dead 
letter before the spirit which indited it, and to 
which it necessarily refers as the source of its own 
life and action. 

Under these circumstances, the existing or reigning 
Church must either reform her Creed, by recognizing 
the essential Divinity of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thus constitute a unity of belief with a distinct object of 
worship ; or, by adhering to the present Tri-personal 
theory, and rejecting the Lord as the sole object 
of worship, go quietly into dissolution, and be broken 
up into as many sects or parties as there are varied 
and conflicting elements within her pale.

^ At the heginning of Morning Prayer the 
Minister shall read with a loud voice one or 
more of the following Sentences of Scripture, 

The Lord is in his holy temple : let all the 
earth keep silence before him. Hob. ii. 20. 

And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, (and we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth. John i. 14. 

Seek ye the Lord while he may be found, 
call ye upon him while he is near : Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts : and let him return unto 
the Lord, and he will have mercy upon him ; 
and to our God, for he will abundantly pardon. 

Isaiah Iv. 6-7. 

And I say unto you. Ask, and it shall be 
given you ; seek, and ye shall find ; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you. For every 
one that asketh receiveth ; and he that seeketh 
findeth ; and to him that knocketh it shall 
be opened.

the Humanity ; to behold in the risen Christ 
the Infinite Creator ; to bow down before 
him with sincere humiliation as the one only 
glorious object of worship and adoration ; and 
to acknowledge and confess our manifold sins 
and wickedness before him. The Scripture 
moveth us in sundry places to this acknow- 
ledgment of our sins ; and that we should not 
dissemble nor cloke them before the face of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus 'Christ; but confess 
them with an humble, lowly, penitent, and obe- 
dient heart ; to the end that we may obtain for- 
giveness of the same, by his infinite goodness 
and mercy. And although we ought at all 
times humbly to acknowledge our sins before 
God; yet ought we most chiefly so to do 
when we assemble and meet together to render 
thanks for the great benefits that we have 
received at his hands, to set forth his most 
worthy praise, to hear his most holy Word, 
and to ask those things which are requisite 
and necessary, as well for the body as the 
soul. Wherefore I pray and beseech you, as 
many as are here present, to accompany me, 
with a pure heart and humble voice, unto the 
throne of the Heavenly Grace, saying after me; 
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^ A general Confession to he said hy the whole 
Congregation after the Minister ^ all kneeling. 

IT The people shall answer at the end of all Prayers, 
Amen. 

ALMIGHTY and most merciful Father; 
We have erred and strayed from thy 
ways like lost sheep. We have followed too 
much the devices and desires of our own 
hearts. We have too often forgotten thy 
great mercies towards us. We have deeply 
offended against the spirit of thy blessed 
precepts. We have left undone those things 
which we ought to have done ; And we have 
done those things which we ought not to 
have done ; And there is no health in us. 
But we now desire to bow down before thee, 
in deep humility and self-abasement ; and to 
acknowledge and lament the manifold sins 
and wickedness, which we, from time to tim^ 
most grievously have committed, by thought 
word and deed, against thy all-suffering love. 
We humbly beseech thee, O Lord, to have mercy 
upon us miserable offenders ; to spare all those 
who confess their faults, and to restore those 
who are penitent; according to the gracious 
promises declared unto mankind in thy holy 
Word. Amen. 

^ A Prayer for Repentance and the Remission 
of sins J to be said by the Minister alone, 

ALMIGHTY God, our heavenly Father,

Mabbiagb is a spiritual union, or the union 
of two minds ; and as all spiritual union de- 
scends from heaven, true Marriage is heavenly 
in its origin, and in its end or design. Where- 
fore, in the Word, the Lord is called the 
Bridegroom and Husband, and the Church is 
called the Bride and Wife; and on this account 
heaven itself is compared to a marriage. Hence 
true marriage, or conjugial love, is pure and 
holy, arising from the union of goodness and 
truth in the human mind. When one man 
and one woman are thus united in affection 
and thought, the thought and feeling of each 
meeting their own response in the other, they 
are no more twain, but one flesh ; and what God 
hath joined together^ let not man put asunder,

THE NATURE OF THE HESURRECTION. 

Man is immortal in Tirtue of his spirit alone, 
and not of his body, his natural body being 
the mere organ of his spirit in order that the 
spirit may take cognissance thereby of material 
things. When, therefore, man passes from 
the nataral into the spiritual world, he takes 
with him all that belongs to him as a man, 
leaving behind only his natural body, which 
is no longer of use to him. He has equally a 
body as before, but it is a body of spiritual 
substance, and not a mere earthly covering, or 
natural body ; " for there is a natural body, 
and there is a spiritual body." 

The resurrection, therefore, is from the 
nataral to the spiritual, and this resurrectioii 
takes place at the death or diBsolution of the 
natural body, as the Lord teaches in ike 
Gospel to the unbelieving Sadducees: ''As 
touching the dead, that they rise: have ye 
not read in the book of Moses, how in the 
I bush God spake unto him, saying, I am the 
God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob ? God is not the God of 
the dead, but the God of the living.'^
